• FEGLI -Federal Employees Group Life Insurance Program 
• NEBA - NASA Employee Benefits Association 

 
What is FEGLI? 
 
The Federal Employees Group Life Insurance (FEGLI) program provides group term life 
insurance to eligible NASA Federal employees, retirees, and their family members.  The 
Office of Federal Employees’ Group Life Insurance (OFEGLI), a private entity that has a 
contract with the Federal Government, processes and pays claims under the FEGLI 
program.
